As regards the glass pieces ~ "they are ace pee 
all, though dealers like to cél2 them such. They are reall 
weights for weighing. They have come down in vast quantiti 
and were used cheifly in Egypt during the 9th, loth and llth — ras 
and 12th centurttes of our era. We have had thousands of them 
and you are paying entirely too mich for these, especially ¢ ek 
all are in what we call poor shape, that is,hardly readable, 
I can let you have far better ones, as many as you 2 to sane Ke 
ing from fifty to seventy-five cents each, according to size, 
and poor ones like you have I would be glad to get rid of at 
twenty-five cents each. Although I note you say in your letter 
you do not care to have the value of these I hate to see you 
get stung, especially as they are not coins. The Siamese — 
porcelain piece is worth about fifty to seventy-five cents. 
They are common and cane in a great miny varieties. I think 
we have nearly 2000 varieties. Unfortunately at the present 
time we have no duplicates as I got rid of several hundred a 
year or so ago.
